‘Here is something to brace you up on 
your way down.“ I put the bottle away and 
did not touch a d of it until I left St. 
Louis the next night on my way back. 
During the night I felt groggy and took 
three or four drinks. The whisky did not 
taste . me and had a peculiar effect on 
me, ing me sort of dazed. I did not 
think anything of it at the time, but I am 
sure now that the liquor was drugged. The 
idea of robbing the company had never 
entered my mind.

THE GOLD SYNDICATE. 


Swelling the Depleted Treasury Reserve 
by a $2,000,000 Deposit. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 21.—The 
Treasury Department was informed yes- 
terday afternoon that $2,350,000 in gold had 
been withdrawn for export from the sub- 
Treasury in New York. As the gold re- 


serve at the close of business to-day stood 
at $102,527,146, the withdrawal would have 
reduced the reserve to $89,677,148. A few min- 
utes afterward, however, — Secre- 
tary Curtis received a telegram saying that 
Mr. Pierpont Morgan of the ld syndicate 
has deposited „000 in gold in exchange 
for greenbacks..-This deposit swelled the 
reserve to $101,677,148. The officials at the 
Department display no nsion as to 
the gold reserve, and intimate that the syn- 
dicate will continue to make deposits to 
offset withdrawals. But they decline to ex- 
press their reasons for their faith, and the 
question raised constantly is as to the

ng these” ts, and the period covered, 
as well as the ability of the syndicate to 
continue to protect the reserve. But little 
light can be shed on these questions, how- 
ever, as it is said that probably only two 
Government officials, President Cleveland 
and Secretary Carlisle, know the unwrit- 
ten part of the agreement made with the 
syndicate which secured the last issue of 
bonds.

Overland Flyer. 


FIREMAN SLIPPED AWAY. 


Brought Back a Posse on the Locomo- 
tive, but the Robbers Had 
Escaped. 


OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 21.—A special to the 
Bee from Gothenburg, Neb., says: Shortly 
after midnight this morning the eastbound 
overland flyer, No. 8, on the Union Pacific, 
was held up at Buttermilk Hill, about two 
miles this side of Brady Island. Where 
the sand hills terminate at the Union Pac- 
ific tracks on the east side of these hills a 
wagon road comes m from the forth, ang- 
ling eastward along the Union Pacific when 


it strikes it. Here is a level piece of road 
and was the scene of the robbery. There 
were’ three men visible, according to Con- 
ductor Flynn's description, and it seems that 
two of the gang got on the train at Brady 
Island, going forward over the tender after 
the train was in motion, and, with revolvers 
drawn, held up the fireman and engineer 
and compelled the engineer at the point of 
revolvers to go.back to the baggage car, 
open the door and gain admittance, which 
he by informing the baggage man that 
they were held up and that the two robbers 
had a gun at his head and demanded ad- 
mittance. They were admitted at once, and 
the express Man was compelled to open the 
smaller safe. He could not open the larger 
combination safe, and the robbers proceed- 
ed to blow the top out of it with dynamite. 
In the meantime the fireman managéd to 
give them the slip, and, going forward, he 
uncoupled the engine from the train and 
made the run to Gothenburg for à posse 
of men to help capture the bandits. In a 
short time N volunteers were en route 
for the scene of the robbery, but before they 
arrived the robbers had disappeared. 
The bandits wore black slouch hats with 
— silk handkerchiefs for masks. They 
re about five feet ten high and would 
weigh about 150 pounds. They were roughly 
dressed and rode horseback, and had evi- 
dently c@me in from the hills. 
The windows were all blown out of the 
baggage car by the explosion. When the 
dynamite exploded the passengers on board 
were much excited, but they were not mo- 
lested. The section foreman at Vroman has 
seen some men around the place of the 
robbery for several days and has a good 
desoription of them. 
Superintendent W. L. Parke and Sheriff 
Miller of North Platte have just arrived in 
a special car with a posse of men and will 
leave for the sceneiof the rebbery in a short 
ime. ses have already been sent -out 
om North Platte and Brady Island, and 
every effort is being made to capture the 
robbers. before they get out of the country.

I participated in the diecéasions 
from 1869 to 1876 on another branch of this 
money question, constantly endeavoring 
through all these years to have my fel- 
low-Democrats come where we all finally 
did come, to a sound money platform, 
under the wise and able leadership of 
Samuel J. Tilden in 1876, and when see 
to-day efforts being made to divide the

It would drive from our support thousands 
and hundreds of thousands of men who 
otherwise would act with us. 

A declaration in favor of free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver—l6 to 1—made by this 
convention would have no practical effect 
and it would mean an abandonment and 
disclaimer of the splendid results of your 
Democratic administration. You and I have 
possibly differed from Mr. Cleveland at 
some time and in some things, as it was our 
right, our privilege, our duty to do if we 
were conscientious in doing so, but taking 
him all in all he is the greatest statesman 
and party leader of his time. His Democ- 
racy, his honesty, his integrity and his con- 
tinued attention to bastness which consti- 
tutes genius, have never been excelled, and 
in my opinion Democratic success in 1892 
was largely due, as Democratic success in 
1896 will also be largely due, to the charac- 
ter of our Democratic President and to the 
high prane upon which he has sought to 
place his party and his administration. 

Do pot understand me as suggesting the 
candidacy of President Cleveland for re- 
election. No such question is now before 
us.

When the House of Delegates reconvenes 
in September the present organization will 
find itself beset with a stubborn opposition, 
which doubtless it wots not of now, and if 
Speaker Deickmann can held on to his gavel 
much longer than it takes some one to make 
a motion for reorganization he will prove 
himself a great statesman indeed. Reorgan- 
ization of the House of Delegates ‘1s neither 
infrequent nor difficult ef accomplishment. 
All that is necessary to effect it is the dis- 
position among the members so to do and 
a majority of votes. 

From the inner circle of the Walbridge 
cult the secret has leaked out that no less 


a person than the Maycr himself gives his 
approval to the scheme of reorganization, 
if, indeed, he did not devise it, If this be 
true, then the matter assumes a political 

hase of no mean importance. It is well 

nown that the House as at present organ- 
ized is the handiwork of Boss Filley. Then 
if Mayor Walbridge has taken it into his 
head to smash Uncle Filley’s beautiful ma- 
chine to smithereens the inference is that 
His Honor has determined to move in col- 
umns of echelon against the breastworkds 
of your Uncle and batter away at them until 
“de Ole Man” is either routed from the fleld 
and driven into retirement or is brought to 
terms on several ay mee + The chief of 
these is perhaps t epublican gubernator- 
fal nomination in 886, which the puissant 
boss had at one 13 pledged to Walbridze, 
but later determined to stow upon the 
Hon, Benjamin Franklin Russell tor ser- 
vices performed as Speaker of the malodor- 
ous House of Representatives at Jefferson 
City last winter. 

This, of course, presupposes a split be- 
tween the Mayor and the Boss and the 
total dissolution of the political partner- 
ship which was formed by them immediate- 
ly after Walbridge’s nomination for Mayor 
over Filley’s negative opposition. That 
their relations are strained not even the 
most close-mouthed friends of either will 
deny, and that there has been an actual 
break between them some of the less taci- 
turn Republicans freely admit, citing as 
evidence of this the conductof De Old Man“ 
in going off to fish at a time when the Mayor 
needs all the assistance he can get in mak- 
ing the appointment of an Election Commis- 
sioner with the least possible harm to party 
harmony. 

However, the main point at present is the 
truth or fallacy of the reported scheme for 
reorganization of the House of Delegates. 
Aside from the Mayor's alleged feeling of 
resentment toward the Boss on account of 
the Governorship, is the desire on the part 
of his honor to get the Municipal Assembly 
in some short of shape to reflect credit on 
his administration. The present organiza- 
tion of the House has been a humiliating 
disappointment to the party leaders as well 
as to that element of statesmen whose 
sole visible means of support is “the stuff’’ 
they get for convincing the members of the 
fairress and entire legality of a certain 
class of bills. 

But for this class of bills a great many 
members of the House could not afford to 
sit in that body and let their business in- 
terests suffer while they are serving their 
country for honor’s sake. In support of 
the contention for reorganization_it is 
pointed out that not a — 2 Important 
railroad bill has been reported by the Rail- 
road Co ittee, of which George Grass 
muck is chairman. It is held that the 
deposition of Deickmann and the elevation 
to the speakership of some such eminent 
parliamentarian as Becker or Kelley would 
mean such a shake-up of the indolent com- 
mittees all along the line as would result in 
putting the energetic and alert Schumacher 
of the Sixth Ward at the head of the Rail- 
road Committee and others equally as 
energetic and alert at the head of the 
inert committees. 

Then, too, as the Mayor’s term draws to 
a close and the time for nominating candi- 
dates for Governor approaches, it might be 
well to make a good showing of the public 
improvements made in St. Louis under the 
Walbridge administration. Nearly all the 
important recommendations of the B. P. I. 
have either been ignored or disapproved by 
the Dieckmann House Committees, and 
nothing better can be expected of them 
when the sessions are resumed next month. 
In the interest of the Mayor’s gubernatorial 
boom, therefore, no less than in that of the 
city, these committees o ought to, and prob- 
ably will, undergo radic revisions when 
reorganization is effected. In this connec- 
tion it is convenient to state that several of 
the committeemen against whom gore tant

Belief that the United States Means to 
Dominate Affairs in Central 
America.

LONDON, Aug. A. — The St. James Ga- 
zette this afternoon publishes a scare arti- 
cle asking how Great Britain stands with 
the United States Government in the mat- 
ter of tHe Nicaraguan Canal, and says it 
will be well if the Rt. Hon. George N. Cur- 
zon, Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, is asked to give some explanation 
on the subject in the House of Commons, 
Continuing, the St. James Gazette remarks:

South Broadway Merchants Form a 
Vigorous Organization. 


It is likely that the fall festivities will re- 
celve added brilliancy this year from the 
South Broadway Merchants’ Association, 
which completed its organization at Nie- 
mann s Hall, Broadway and Carroll street, 


Tuesday night. Street parades and illumin- 
ations are among the schemes which the 
enterprising merchants have in mind. 

Street railway facilities in the way of 
transfer rivileges, new franchises, the 
use of abandoned Third street railway 
tracks and the establishment of a public 
market are some of the things the associa4¢ 
tion expects to attain. 

“We wish to boom South Broadway by 
every legitimate means,“ said Charles II. 
Thuner, president of the association. I 
cannot say definitely what will be done 
about parades, illumination and the large 
arcade building to be erected on the con- 
vent property at Broadway and La Salle 
street. All of these projects will be broach- 
ed in due time. 

The spirit of the sixty merchants pres- 
ent was shown when the question arose in 
the adoption of the constitution as to who 
should be eligible to membership. The 
draft submitted provided that every South 
Broadway merchant or any one presented 
by such merchant might belong to the 
association if he was acceptable to the 
members. It was urged by some that the 
term South Broadway should be restricted 
to the territory between Chouteau avenue 
and Lyuch street, leaving out Carondelet.

FURNITURE TRADE BOOM, 


Buyers Are Plentiful and Prices Are 
Jumping Up. 


“St. Louis is destined soon to become the 
leading furniture market of the United 
States,“ said H. S. Tuttle, manager of the 
St. Louis Furniture Board of Trade, to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday. “Our 


market is now full of buyers, and the furni- 
ture trade of St. Louis was never in a bet- 


ter condition. We ranked fourth in output 


in 1890 and the trade has increased im- 
mensely. 

Prices in all lines of furniture are now 
rising and will continue to do so. It is much 
easier for the manufacturer to sell on a ris- 
ing market. Since 1890 prices have been on 
the decline, and there were scarcely any 
furniture men making money. The tide has 
turned, and I venture to say prices will be 
10 per cere higher by the first of October 
than they were during July. Prices are 
bound to rise, Since the Glass Trust has 
been formed the price of glass has been 
increased greatly and there were few man- 
ufacturers who were not selling at cost of 
production. 

“Our trade is confined almost exclusively 
to the West and Southwest. At the present 
we can not compete with Eastern manufac- 
turers on account of excessive bridge tolls. 
There are not over three furniture drum- 
mers who travel east of the river out of St. 
Louis, for the simple reason that Chic 
and Indianapolis dealers can ship goods 
right under our nose at a better freight rate. 
We can ship all over Texas at a better rate 
than across the river. 

One thing will shortly create a revolution 
in furniture circles. he trade is going to 
* handling convict manufactured goods. 

t will not be a sudden change, but gradual. 
The dealers have ceme to the conclusion that 
it is bad and has tended to demoralize the 
trade. At the last meeting of the National 
Furniture Dealers’ Association in St. Louis 
they took formal steps by a resolution to 
that effect.“

CONCERNING “‘RECOGHITION.”’ 


. 

Mr. Maffitt says that in his conference 
Sunday afternoon with Mr. Alexander 
Sherwood, whose untimely death as the 
result of an unfortunate accident has 
carried mourning throughout the State, 
they had been talking politics and 
that “the topic was the advisability of 
giving recognition to the nineteen new 
committeemen.” 

This is strange language for the chair- 
man of the State Committee to use. It 
is all very well for irresponsible attor- 
neys in newspaper interviews to talk 
about giving or withholding “recogni- 
tion.“ But the chairman of the State 
Committee ought to know better. He 
ought to know that it is just as absurd 
for the members of the old committee 
to talk about giving recognition to the 
new committeemen as it would be for 
the new committeemen to talk about giv- 
ing recognition to the old members. 

There is now but one Democtatic State 
Central Committee in Missouri. It is 
tomposed of the fifteen members who con- 
stituted the State Committee prior to 
the meeting of the Pertle Springs con- 
vention and of the nineteen new members 
added by that convention. If fifteen of 
the new members should get togethér 
at the call of one of their number they 
would have precisely the same rights 
and powers of giving or withholding “rec- 
ognition’’ to the other members that the 
fifteen members of the old committee 
would have under similar circumstances. 
That is to say, they would have no right 
or power to do anything of the kind. 
A gathering of fifteen members, old or 
new, would be simply an assemblage of 
individuals, with no more power to act or 
speak for the Democrats of Missouri 
than an equal number of Democrats sum- 
moned from the sidewalk would have. 

All this talk about the “Old Commit- 
tee“ as a distinct entity is misleading. 
There is no “Old Committee“ in existence. 
There is but one State Democratic Com- 
mittee, and it is composed of the thirty- 
four members designated and recognized 
by the State Convention. All the “rec- 
Ognifion” that it is in the power of any 
Democrat to give was given by that con- 
vention. The State Convention is su- 
preme, and its action is final and binding 
upon all members of the party. 

When the State Committee meets, any 
action taken will be void and invalid 
unless a majority of the thirty-four 
members are present. When a meeting 
is held (and the method of calling it was 
prescribed by the State Conventicn), if 
a minority on any pretext refusés to 
perform the duties imposed upon them as 
committeemen, it will be the duty of the 
majority to go ahead and perform the 
work intrusted to the committee ty the 
convention or by party usage. If the 
chairman of the committee does his duty, 


there is no occasion for disturbing him. 


If he refuses to perform it, a new chalr- 
man should be forthwith elected.

The great mas- 
sacre story was shown to be a canard— 
one of those panic-making ‘“‘scares’’ that 
the far West is cursed with periodically.

resisting arrest. At last accounts t 
one Indian lost his life, but that one 
killing, being the result of a deliberate 
plan for gain, is truthfully condemned 
by Indian Commissioner George Bird 
Grinnell as “murder of the most foul 
and deliberate character.“ 

Mr. Grinnell says that the Indian out- 
break, so-called, was a poe aes 
on the part of the white settle and 
traders in the vicinity of Jackson’s Hole 
to boom business and bring money into 
the camp. They expected to get rid of a 
lot of goods that had lain on their shelves 
for years. The Bannocks, according to 
Mr. Grinmell, were scared almost to 
death from the first, fearing, and 

good cause, that the Federal troops d 
wipe them out of existence. They no 
dqubt bore in mind the Wounded Knee 
massacre of Indian braves, squaws and 
papooses, but it is charitable to assume 
that these Jackson Hole settlers and 
traders are mostly newcomers or so ig- 
norant that they never heard of that 
ghastly affair. 

Whether they knew what they were 
hazarding or not, the men who worked up 
the “scare” and are responsible for the 
foul murder of an unarmed Indian pris- 
oner should be brought to justice. It is 
time that this particular disgrace on the 
American e should be wiped out by 
teaching the"offenders a lesson that will 
not be forgotten.

OUR SCHOOL YEAR. 


Un Sept. 2 the public schodis will re- 
open, having been closed since the second 
week in June, a period of eleven weeks. 
In those countries of Europe whose sys- 
tem of ed tion is such that their 
schools can be said to compete with 
ours the summer vacation is limited to a 
month or six weeks. Here is a loss of 
at least five weeks education to our 
children, and the question is whether 
something cannot be done to avoid at 
least a part of this loss and give Ameri- 
can school children a.school year which 
will nearly if not quite equal in length 
that of England, France and Germany. 
As far as climate is concerned, the 
schools in most of Northern Europe could 
be kept open the entire year, without 
the children suffering as they w »ul4 here 
if the vacation were reducéd without 
some precautions being taken to make 
life endurable in the heated term. What 
those interested in education ough’ 10 
seriously consider is whether, by the 
use of ventilating fans, awnings to the 
windows, more frequent recesses, and 
school hours adjusted so as to avoid 
the hottest part of the day, it would not 
be possible to make study both endura- 
ble and pleasant io the children for 
some part of that period in the summer 
when schools are usually closed. 
Mechanical @evices for cooling the at- 
mosphere are used freely in office build- 
imgs and elsewhere by people who do 
not expect to and cannot afford to shut 
‘up and go away for the summer. They 
would be as efficient in school-houses and 
would be of great use at other times than 
during the very hot weather. It is true 
they would be expensive, but the question 
la. can we efferd to do without them?

So badly mixed were the Librarian's ac- 
counts and such was the strain involved in 
the attempt to straighten out the tangle, | 
that Expert Myers, his work accomplished 
so far as possible, has succumbed to ner- 
vous prostration, and is now at Asbury 
Park on sick leave endeavoring to recuper- 
ate. It is expected that his report, and the 
decision of the President upon it, will be 
made public within a few days. 

During the twenty odd years that Mr. 
Spofford has been in control of the Con- 
gressional Library, he has been a law unto 
himself in and around that institution. He 
has never had to submit to supervision. 
He has never before been called upon to 
account for the moneys expended by him. 
He has never been asked to give a detailed 
statement even of the moneys received by 
him, and which, under the law, were re- 
quired to be turned into the Treasury. He 
has employed or discharged his assistants 
at will. His was the only sceptre recognized 
in his small dominion. 

Séveral cases have been discovered dur- 
ing the course of the investigation where 
employes of the library have held positions 
with salaries of $100 a month, although they 
only drew $50. Mr. 1 has explained 
this by saying that be made the $100 pay 
the salaries of two men, thus giving the 
Government more and better service. The 
employes of the library say that they 
know of no instance where new men were 
employed in this way, and think that it 
could hardly have been done without their 
knowledge. 

Expert Myers discovered another avenue 
for the escape of money which the Treasury 
officials are inclined to believe serious. Li- 
brarian Spofford has, it appears, without 
authority of law, been in the habit of charg- 
ing and recetving fees for making a search 
through the copyright archives in answer 
to @@eries for information. These are called 
“search fees.“ In amount for the last four 
years, they have been averaging from $150 
to $250 a month, and at no time has there 
been any accounting to the Treasury for 
them so far as Mr: Myers can discover. 

In Washington Mr. Spofford has the repu- 
tation of knowing and being the only one 
to know the contents of all the million 
books and pamphlets in whose atmosphere 
he has lived so long. 

He was tern in Gilmanton, N. H., in 1835, 
and was appointed to his present position 
by President Lincoln in 1864, after having 
been for three yéars First Assistant Li- 
brarian. 

In an interview Mr. Spofford makes the 
following explanation of the matter: 

“The whole difficulty rings from the 
multiplicity of duties that have been forced 
upon me. have had not time, in con- 
nection with my duties as librarian, to 
pay proper attention to those attached to 
the office of Register of Copyrights. The 
two positions should be made separate 
and distinct. I have recommended this 
to the Treasury Department, but of course 
they can do nothing towards divorcing 
the two offices without legislative action. 
I shall recommend the same to Congress 
when it meets. In the press of business 
it is true that my accounts have become 
somewhat involved, but stand ready to 
make any discrepancies that may be 
found by the ury officials. I offered
